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BOLIVIA TO ACCEPT PLAN 
OF LEAGUE TO END CHACO WAR 


Cabinet, However, Approves Mobili- 
zation Decree Affecting Entire 
Nation. 

By the Associated Press. 

LA PAZ. Bolivia, Dec. 10. — The 
Bolivian Cabinet yesterday agreed 
to answer Geneva, accepting with- 
out modification the recommenda- 
tions of the League of Nations for 
the set@ement of the Chaco war 
with Paraguay. 

At the same time the Cabinet ap- 
proved a decree for a general mo- 
bilization, and ordered 
to be published in newspapers. 

The general mobilization decree 
did not specify categories, but 
placed the entire country on a war 
footing. It was said Bolivia could 
send 5000 men, fully equipped, into 
the Chaco. 


The League plan provides for an 
armistice, while a neutral Interna- 
tional Commission works out de- 
tails of a settlement. Paraguay has 
not acted finally on the League’s 


offer.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The 
number of persons in the United 
States paying Federal taxes on an- 
nual net incomes of $1,000,000 or 
more increased from 20 in the cal- 
endar year 1932 to 46 in 1933, while 
the number of taxpayers having net 
incomes of $5000 or less decreased 
from 3,420,995 in 1932 to 3,339,602 


in 1933, according,to the Treasury 
Department’s preliminary statistics 
of income. made public today. 

The number of returns filed by 
persons having incomes of $5000 
or less decreased without interrup- 
tion from 1925 to 1931, as did the 
total met income reported. The 
revenue act of 1932 decreased ex- 
emptions and the number of returns 
filed for 1932 increased accordingly. 
The returns for 1933, however, 
showed a decline even greater than 
that for the years 1925 to 1931. 

Increase in $1,000,000 Incomes. . 

The same tendency, however, was 
not evident in the multimillionaire 
taxpayers who had net incomes of 
$1,000,000 or more. This class _in- 
creased from 207 for 1925 to 513 for 
1929. Thereafter, this upper bracket 
group declined in numbers to 150 
in 1930; 77 in 1931, and to a mere 
20 in 1932. 

In 1933, one taxpayer had a net 
income of $5,000,000 or more, where- 
as no such income was reported 
for 1932. The total income report- 
ed by the fortunate 46 amounted 
to $99,015,423, but deductions of 
$17,456,442 brought the net taxable 
income to $81,558,981.. In 1932, the 
lucky 20 had an aggregate net in- 
come of $35,239,556. In the lush days 
of 1929, the top bracket taxpayers 
had a total net income of $1,212- 
098,784.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.— Four 
ships stood by today to aid the 
Japanese freighter Victoria Maru 
which had been pounded into an 
unmanageable condition by mid- 
Atlantic gales. 

The liner Albert Ballin reported 
by wireless today that, in addition 
to itself, the Pacific Trader, the 
Karl Clasen and the Amsterdam 
had reached the stricken ship. 

The Japanese vessel's captain and 
chief officer are dead, the third 
officer was lost and seven seamen 
were injured. 

S OS messages, intercepted by 
other ships that went racing to the 
rescue, and relayed to shore, told 
of the bridge being destroyed by 
high waves. The last message re- 
ported from her wireless man, how- 
ever, said: 

“T am alone but present conditions 
not so dangerous.” 

From the story told in meager 
messages, sea-going men deduced

The Treasury Department's anal- 
ysis of returns gives an interesting 
insight into the distribution of in- 
comes in the United States. Of 
the 3,660,105 income tax returns for 
1933 filed to Aug. 31, 1934, only 
1,731,116, or 47.3 per cent, were 
found to be taxable. For 1932 there 
were 3,760,402 returns filed, of 
which 1,864,969 or 49.59 per cent, 
represented taxable incomes. 


The tax group with net incomes 
of $5000 or less turned in 3,339,602 of 
the returns. or 91.243 per cent of 
the total. This group had 62.62 per 
cent of the $10,845,653,532 net jin- 
come reported to the Treasury, or 
$6,792,000,000, and paid total taxes 
of $39,700,000, or 10.64 per cent of 
the total tax of $372,967,761. 

The 46 taxpayers with net in- 
comes of $1,000,000 or more were re- 
sponsible for only .002 per cent of 
the returns, had .75 per cent of the 
net income reported and paid 6.93 
per cent of the tax. 


Average Income $2963.20. 

The average net income for all 
returns was $2963.20; the average 
tax for all returns, $101.90, and for 
taxable returns, $214.45. The aver- 
age tax rate was 3.44 per cent. The 
average tax returns for the $1,000- 
000 income class was about 31.6 per 
cent. For 1932, this top bracket 
paid an average of 44 per cent, and 
in 1929, an average of 15.7 per cent. 

The number of persons having 
net incomes of $100,000 or more in- 
creased from 1787 in 1932 to 2047 
in 1933. This group had a total net 
income of $463,003,941 last year as 
compared with’$373,805,700 in 1932. 
The group represented .058 per cent 
of those filing returns; had 4.27 of 
the net income reported and paid 
36.66 per cent of the tax. In 1932 
it represented .047 of those filing 
returns; had 3.34 per cent of the 
reported net income, and paid 33.57 
per cent of the tax.

“What is my bearing? I am 
alone but present conditions not so 
much dangerous.

IN TULSA KILLING 


Son of “University Profes- 
‘sor Is Found Shot: to 
Death in Auto After Tele- 
phoning Jail. 


QUESTIONED AFTER 
DEATH OF STUDENT 


Drove Car in Which 
Judge’s Son Rode to 
Scene of Fatal Clash 
With Gorrell. 


By the Associated Press. 

TULSA, Ok., Dec. 10.—Sidney 
Born, 19 years old, was found dead 
yesterday afternoon under the 
steering wheel of his fathef’s auto- 


mobile, a bullet through his head 
and his father’s pistol lying in his 
lap. Born had previously told po- 
lice that he had driven Philli 
Kennamer to the place where Ken- 
namer and John Gorrell met and 
where Gorrell was shot and killed 
by Kennamer. 

Kennamer, 19, who admitted the 
shooting of Gorrell and claimed he 
fired in self defense, is held in jail 
on a murder charge. He is the son 
of a Federal Judge. 

Born was found shot yesterda:- 
less than 15 minutes after he had 
tried unsuccessfully to reach young 
Kennamer by telephone. Catling 
from a drug store pay station, Born 
asked the jailer to let Kennamer 
come to the phone. The jailer re- 
fused. 

“Oh, hell,” Born was heard to 
say as he hung up. 

The place where Born was found 
shot to death was about a mile 
from the spot where Gorrell, young 
dentistry: studegt, was killed. 

Suicide, \Police Say. 

“It’s suicide,” declared Sergt. 
Henry B. Maddux, in charge of the 
investigation of the Gorrell killing 

“My son would never have done 
such a thing,” asserted Prof. Sid- 
ney Born, prominent engineer and 
member of the University of Tulsa 
faculty. “He was too level headed.” 

“Isn't that awful?” exclaimed 
young Kennamer. 


Maddux pointed out that it was 
less than 15 minutes from the time 
young Born left the drug store, 
where the telephone conversation 
was overheard by Fred Adams, an 
employe, and Paul Fowler, the drug 
store owner, until he was shot. 

Maddux declined to advance his 
theory of the motive, but expressed 
his opinion that it was closely 
linked with the Gorrell case. Born 
told officers a week ago that he 
was accosted downtown by Ken- 
namer Thanksgiving night and 
drove him to his meeting with 
Gorrell. 

Another Youth Arrested. 

Homer F. Wilcox Jr., 17, son of 
a wealthy Tulsa oil man, was ar- 
rested by city officers today after 
he and his father appeared at Po- 
lice Headquarters for a conference 
in connection with the killing of 
Gorrell. He was booked on a charge 
of “malicious mischief.” 

Asked what would constitute ma- 
licious mischief in this instance, 
Police Chief Charles Carr said, 
“Well, shooting out street lights 
in the vicinity of the spot where 
Gorrell was slain by Phil Kennamer 
would be it.” 

Earlier in the case, Chief Carr 
said he had found two street lights 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
fatal shooting of Gorrell had been 
broken by bullets, leaving the scene 
in darkness overnight. 


Gives $500 Bond. 

Wilcox posted a $500 bond for his 
son and they left Police Headquar- 
ters together. 

“I’d rather not make a statement 
one way or the other,” said the 
elder Wilcox when asked if his son 
would deny the charge. The boy 
also was silent. 

The Wilcoxes had come td head- 
quarters to discuss a purported ex- 
tortion note which has figured 
largely in the case up to now and 
which was supposedly aimed at 
Wilcox through his 18-year-old 
daughter, Virginia. 

Wilcox refused to say whether he 
had any first-hand knowledge of 
the existence of such a letter, which 
County Attorney Anderson said last 
week “at least 10 persons have 
seen.” 

That many of the other associates 
of Born, Gorrell and Kennamer 
were alarmed was obvious. Ted 
Bath and Robert Thomas, prospec- 
tive State witnesses, both told au- 
thorities they needed the protection 
of firearms. Neither, however, dis- 
closed whom they feared. 

Bath Says He Is Leaving. 

Bath appeared at police station 
last night with a pistol and an- 
nounced he was going back to 
Longview, Tex., where he has a job 
in a refinery. Young Thomas, who 
is no relative of Wade Thomas, the 
beer parlor operator who was held 
for a week for investigation, 
sought vainly from both city and 
county officials to obtajn authority 
to carry & weapon, 


WAR VETERANS 
FIGHT POLICE IN 
PARIS STREETS 


Disabled Ex-Soldiers Hit 
Officers With Their 
Crutches and Canes — 
Six Men Are Injured. 


PROTEST AGAINST

PARIS, Dec. 10.—France’s  dis- 
abled war veterans clashed with po- 
lice on the streets of Paris again 
yesterday and three of them were 
injured in a scuffle during which 
blows were rained on the heads of 
officers with crutches and canes. 

Each week the crippled veterans, 
some armless, Many limping, some 
without eyes, have been gathering 


in the Place de L’Opera in the 
heart of the city to protest against 
pension ets.. ee 

Yesterday they carried sigfis say- 
ing they got from their Government 
only a half to a third of what the 
disabled veterans of America, Ger- 
many and England were receiv- 
ing. 

When the demonstrators tried to 
march to the Piace de la Concorde 
a solid line of police and mobile 
guards blocked their passage. The 
veterans were prevented from 
massing across the _§ streets and® 
blocking traffic, as they have done | 
cn previous occasions. 

The veterans, shouting menac- 
ingly, shuffled, limped and moved 
in attack formation against the 
police, who used their clubs. In the 
scuffle three policemen were in- 
jured by blows from crutches and 
canes. 

Three injured veterans were car- 
ried off by their comrades. 

Later the veterans gathered 1500 
strong and marched through the 
St. Augustine Square. A heavy 
police escort was provided, but 
there were no further clashes. 

Police and guards outnumbered 
the veterans almost two to one. The 
clash occurred in a pouring rain.

Just before the shooting the po- 
licemen, driving east in Yvashing- 
ton avenue, had received a radio 
message to watch for a car with 
the license number 3 311, being 
driven by a Negro who had just 
thrown a brick through the winuow 
of the Selle Jewelry Co. in the Ar- 
cade Building and fled with rings 
and watches taken from the win- 
dow. 

Grapples With Driver. 

Callaway ana Buck saw the car, 
westbound in Washington, and 
swinging around, they forced it to 
the curb. Callaway jumped in and 
grappled with the driver. They fell 
out and rolled in the snow./Rings 
and watches dropped from Palm’s 
pockets as the, struggled and 
when Palm broke loose Callaway 
shouted to Buck, on -he other side 
of the car, “He’s got the jewelry— 
he’s getiing away.” 

Buck fired one shot in the air, 
held his fire for a moment as a 
street car passed, and then aimed 
two at the fleeing Negro. Calla- 
way also fired one shot, which was 
wild. Palm staggered after Buck's 
second shot, and fell face forward 
as he reached St. Charles street. 

It was a guess by Radio Dis- 
patcher Emil Wander that put 
Buck and Callaway on the trail of 
Palm. Shortly after the Selle Jew- 
elry Co. burglary, Patrolman Hen- 
ry Abeken reported he had chased 
a Negro away from the front of the 
Weber Jewelry Co. 607 Locust 
street. Abeken fired one shot at 
the fugitive. He was able to catch 
only the last two figures of the 
license number, 11. 

Second Robbery of Kind. 

Wander recalled that at 3:20 a. 
m. yesterday a Negro had thrown 
a brick through the window of the 
Gallant Jewelry Co., 810 Washing- 
ton avenue, taking about a dozen 
watches. A witness to that bur- 
glary had reported that the Negro 
fled in a car with the license plates, 
359-311. Wander in the broadcast 
after the Selle robbery, gave the 
full license number. 

Ninety-three rings and seven 
watches which Palm had taken 
from the Selle window were recov- 
ered. At his home, 2845 Franklip 
avenue, police found three watches, 
presumed to have been stolen from 


the collapse of a section of the bull 
ring during a fight.

Kerrigan followed him down 
the stairs, he continued, where the 
gangster fired two shots at Schra- 
der.

Schrader’s Story of Tip. 

About three weeks ago, Schrader 
said, an informant told him that 
some Chicago men were planning 
to kidnap Tariton, or do him some 
bodily harm out of a motive not 
disclosed. He said the informant, 
while having only meager informa- 
tion, was of the opinion kidnaping 
for ransom was the plan. 

He was also told that the plotters 
had rented a furnished house not 
far from,the Tarlton home in Signal 
Hill, a suburb lying between East 
St. Louis and Belleville. 

“I looked around,” he continued,

We be 
gan watching it last Monday. 

Search Warrant Obtained. 

“I got a search warrant for the 
place, and Saturday afternoon 
about 1:30 I decided it was about 
time to go in and take a look at it. 
We went up to the front door and 
a woman I knew as Minnie Kirk- 
sey of East St. Louis came to the 
door. I knew her as Hickey's 
sweetheart, but she tells me they 
were married more than a year ago. 

“Tl served the search warrant on 
her. Her sister, Ruth, was there, 
so we placed both of them under 
arrest. I telephoned the Sheriff's 
office for a couple of deputies, and 
when they arrived I had them take 
the women to jail, where they are 
still held. 

“We looked around the house, 
We found a .45-caliber automatic 
under a rug, and under another 
part of the same rug we found 
$49.99. In a closet we found some

represented 7 per cent of the pur- 
chase price. In order to make the 
sale, it was necessary to have $30,- 
000 in cash in Warsaw on the day 
the contract was signed, the re- 
mainder to be paid later. | 
Asked directly by Chairman Nye 
whether any of this money was. 
used to bribe Polish officials, K. K. | 
V. Casey, sales head of du Pont’s | 
smokeless powder department, re-| 
plied he “eouldn’t say.”

Of the 472,174 corporation returns 
filed up to Aug. 31 this year, only 
104,702 showed net incomes, while 
316,856 reported no net income. The 
remaining 50,616 corporations were 
listed as inactive. 

The profit-making corporations 
‘reported gross incomes of $40,040,- 
056,889 for 1933 as compared with 
$27,158,732,012 reported for 1982. 
The net income for 1933 was $2,- 
506,078,279 as compared with $1, 
851,575,582 reported for 1932. The 
income tax reported for 1933 was

Undue severity of the immigra- 
tion and deportation laws with re- 
spect to aliens of good character 
was discussed at a luncheon of the 
International Institute at Stix, Baer 
& Fuller's store today by Daniel W. 
MacCormack, United States Com- 
missioner of Immigration and Nat- 
uralization. He has recommended 
that authority be granted to relax 
the laws in deserving cases. 

When he took office last year, he 
related, he thought deportation was 
used to eliminate undesirable aliens, 
and did not realize it was “being 
applied to tear husband from wife, 
father and mother from their chil- 
dren, and not only to separate but 
to widely disperse families.” He 
called the situation “horrifying.” 
“Experience has shown,” the com- 
missioner continued, “that the inter- 
ests of the United States would not 
be adversely affected if relief could 
be had in deserving individual cases 
from the unyielding mandate of a 
statute. It is impossible, even were 
it desirable—-which {t is not—to 
eliminate hardship in the enforce- 
ment of the immigration laws. We 
suggest no change in the manda- 
tory deportation provisions of the 
present law with reference to crim- 
inals, but propose new provisions 


Hungarians from Yugoslavia has

Tennyson Gale, 64-year-old unem-

She was 
not informed w& her 
death. 

Policemen said Gale's only em- 
ployment for four weeks had been

Body Secretly Removed.

Last June Hickey was identified 
as_one of three men who robbed the 
National Pank of Rantoul, Ill., of 
about $4500 on June 19. He had 
been absrested in .company with 
Armes a few days before in St. 
Clair County by Schrader and oth- 
er deputies. Armes and another of 
his associates, 
were identified as participants in 
the $26,000 holdup of a bank in 
Pana, Ill., after their arrest. 

Last January, Schrader and oth- 
er deputies arrested Hickey, Armes 
and a young woman in a raid on a 
house on North Forty-first street, 
East St. Louis, where they found a 
machine gun drum, two pistols and a 
rifle. Subsequently Hickey was ar- 
rested as the gunman who-shot 
Paul Koste and Withold Plantis 
earlier in the month in a brawl at 
The Maples, a roadhouse on Collins- 
ville road. 


Schrader Has Shot 14 Men. 


Schrader, a detective for 20 
years, has killed or wounded 14 
men and has captured many more 
who were convicted. For the past 
12 years he has been employed by 
the Illinois Bankers’ Association in 
St. Clair, Madison, Bond, Randolph 
and Monroe counties as a special 
investigator.

33 ARRESTS IN CAMPAIGN 
ON PEDDLERS OF NARCOTICS 


Inspectors and Police in St. Louis 
Join in Nation-wide Raids; 
Ex-Convict Held. 

Narcotic inspectors and police ar- 
rested 33 addicts and peddlers of 
narcotics in St. Louis last Thurs 
day, Friday and Saturday as their 
contribution to the nation-wide 
campaign which resulted in nearly 

1000 arrests. 

John Tully, inspector in charge, 
said some of those arrested had been

NORTH ALASKA NATIVES USE 
OIL-SOAKED EARTH FOR FUEL 


No Wood and Little Coal Available; 

Petroleum Deposit Gives Slow 
Heat. 

By the Associated Press. 

POINT BARROW, Alaska, Dec. 


10,—Natives of this vilage, Govern- 
ment teachers report, are keeping 
their home fires burning this win- 
ter with chunks of frozen earth. 
The natives cannot afford imported 
coal, there is no fire wood on this 
treeless land and the native coal is 
poor and scarce. 

But, at several spots along the 
beach, deposits of petroleum crop 
out at the surface, mixed with soil. 
So, at the teachers’ suggestions, the 
natives have mined the frozen, brit- 
tle substance which looks like as- 
phalt mixed with earth, and are 
experimenting with it as household 
fuel. 

It gives a slow heat, when kindled 
iin a stove with bits of refuse wood 
‘and paper. But as it warms, the 
|oil liquefies, drips into the ash pan 
and solidifies again. The teachers 
are trying to develop a cheap burn- 


er adapted to the fuel.

OIL BOARD TRYING 10 
CUT FILLING STATIONS 


One of Causes of ‘Vicious 
Price Wars’? Report on 
Conditions Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Pe- 
troleum Administrative Board said 
in its 1934 fiscal year report yester- 
day that under the oil code condi- 
tions in the petroleum industry 
“changed in many ways for the 
worse.” 

Since June 30, the end of the fis- 
cal year, however, there have been 
changes which the Oil Board ad 
ministering the code is convinced 
are for the better. The report is 
incorporated in the annual report of 
Secretary Ickes for the Interior De- 
partment. 

The board took note particularly 
of a price structure “more chaotic 
than it has been for several years,”’ 
of distressing price wars, and a 
maladjustmént between the price of 
crude oil and that of gasoline at 
wholesale. 

The board discussed corrective 
measures that had been 


work out a technic for stabilizing 
markets.” 

Price Wars and Stations. 
“There is no question,” the board 
said, “but that some action must be 
taken to curb over-expansion of re- 
tail outlets.” 

It is estimated this over-expan- 
sion had put 350,000 filling stations 
on choice corners in every Ameri- 
can community—far more than are 
necessary to supply consumers ade- 
quately. This was given as one of 
the causes of “vicious price wars.” 
With a few possible exceptions, 
depending upon future events, the 
process of amending and modifying 
the code “is now over,’ the board 
asserted. 

This was written, however, before 
Ickes, as Oil Administrator, de- 
cided to reopen the code to consider 
demands of an oil workers’ union 
that labor provisions be rewritten. 
The Petroleum Labor Policy Board 
is holding a hearing now on these 
demands. 

Increase in Overhead. 

On the filling station question, 
the board said that less gasoline 
was being consumed than in 1929, 
but that there were perhaps twice 
as many service stations in opera- 
tion. 

“The increase {n stations,” the re- 
port asserted, “has greatly diluted 
the gallonage throughout for each 
outlet with a two-fold result: 

“Overhead costs have greatly in- 
creased, and an oversensitive mar- 
ket structure has been created since 
the slightest decrease in volume in 
individual outlets induces) market 
breaks, which creates vicious price 
wars. 

“It is obvious that any program 
directed toward the solution of the 
evils with which the industry is 
faced must include an equitable so- 
lution of this problem.”

Roy Dafoe, homespun country phy- 


sician who attended the birth of 
the now thriving Dionne quintup- 
lets in. the frontier country of 
Northern Ontario, arrived yesterday 
on his first visit to New York. 

A smiling little man, dressed in a 
$25 suit bought with his fee for car- 
ing for the quintuplets, Dr. Dafoe 
arrived here by train on his second 
trip out of the Canadian wilderness 
in 29 years. 

He was immediately whisked un- 
der police motorcycle escort to 
lower Manhattan and taken for a 
5-cent ferry ride down the bay to 
Staten Island. 

His First Impressions. 

On his return trip up the bay he 
passed the Statue of Liberty and 
Ellis and Governor’s islands, and 
got his first view of the Manhattan 
skyline. Then he was taken by 
subway to Times Square, whence he 
rode in a taxicab to the Ritz. He 
commented: 

“It’s a great place. Its size im- 
presses me. I had wanted to ride 
your subways and see your great 
buildings. Now I want to meet Al 
Smith, see the zoo and a night club 
—yes, I might as well see what 
they're like, now that I’m here. I 
might like them.

17 Deliveries, No Pay. 

Dr. Dafoe was asked how much 
it costs families i. his 400-square 
mile territory to have babies. He 
laughed: 

“Well, I'm think.ng of one home 
now. I've been going up there now, 
births and a littie pre-natal care 
each time, for 17 children. I 
haven’t collected anything there 
yet. 

“Ninety-eight per cent of the peo- 
ple up there are on relief, anc when 
they have babies the province al- 
lows me something, averaging prob- 
ably $100 a month fo. everything I 
might do.” 

Dr. Dafoe said the quintuplets— 
wards of the King under four 
guardians, including himself, until 
July 28, 1936—are “beautiful” and 
give promise of being typically 
healthy daughters of the North. 

Eyes of all, gray at birth, now 
are turning brown. He admitted he 
wouldn’t attempt to tell them apart 
without consulting the name tags 
on their wrists. ‘ 

Diet of the Children. 

Eating every four hours from 5 
a. m. to 9 p. m., the quintuplets 
now thrive on a dit of milk, water, 
cereal, orange juice, tomato juice, 
cod liver oil and small doses of 
an iron mixture. 

Although the Dionnes hav cows 
on their farm, the quintuplets are 
fed only canned evaporated mili. 

For the first five months of their 
existence they were fed mothers’ 
milk brought in gallon cans daily 
from the Sick Children’s Hospital 
in Toronto.

In Some Counties Wages Will Be 
Cut to Below 30 Cents 

an Hour.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 10.—~ 
Rules of the Federal and State un- 
employment relief administrations 
in Missouri, fixing the minimum 
wage for work relief projects at 30 
cents an hour, have been rescinded, 
and hereafter the wage will be de- 
termined in each county, based on 
the prevailing local labor wage, 
State Relief Director Wallace Cross- 
ley announced today. 

Under the new policy, made 
known in Washington, Crossley 
said, the minimum wages to be paid 
in each county will be determined 
by a local committee representing 
the county relief committee, busi- 
ness or industry, and labor. 

Crossley said one reason for the 
change was the fact that in many 
counties the 30-cents-an-hour mini- 
mum was higher than the prevail- 
ing local wage for labor and re- 
sulted in making work on relief 
projects more attractive than pri- 
vate employment. He urged that 
the local committees not reduce the 
rate below prevailing labor wages.

Says Cardinal O’Connell Is 


More Noted for Silence 
on Social Justice Than 
for Any Contribution. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Dec. 10.—Declaring he 


was “only carrying out the com- 


mand of Pope Pius XI in preaching 
principles of social justice,” the 
Rev. Charles E. Coughlin devoted 
a portion of his Sunday afternoon 


radio sermon to a reply to William 
Cardinal O’Connell of Boston, who 
last week asserted that “no priest 
has the right to speak for the en- 
tire church.” The Cardinal made 
his remarks in commenting on Fa- 
ther Coughlin’s economic sermons. 
Father Coughlin said that per- 
haps his remarks would cause “bit- 
ter thoughts and bitter words 
throughout the length and breadth 
of America,” but that the time had 
come “when patience ceases to be 
a virtue and silence is nothing more 
than a cowardly subterfuge.” 
Criticises Cardinal O’Connell. 
He declared that Cardinal O’Con- 
nell “has no authority to speak for 
the Catholic church in America,” 
and that he has been “more notori- 
ous for his silence on social justice 
than for any contribution he may 
have given . . . towards the elimi- 
nation of those giaring injustices 
which permitted the plutocrats to 
wax fat at the expense of the poor.” 
Father Coughlin devoted the ma- 
jor portion of his sermon to a pro- 
posal for the expenditure of $10,- 
000,000,000 for a permanent Gov- 
ernment program of improvements 
to end depressions. His program 
includes an 18,000-mile network of 
roads to cost $324,000,000; 50,000,000 
square miles of reforestation to cost 
$6,400,000,000; harnessing of the St. 
Lawrence and other rivers to yield 
7,000,000 horsepower at a cost. of 
$812,000,000; reclamation of 60,000,- 
000 acres of land to cost $600,000,000, 
and replacement of slums with 
990,000 homes, to cost $1,800,000,000. 
“Fabulous Hoard in Treasury.” 
“In our Treasury;”’ he continued, 
“we have $9,000,000,000 of metallic 
money—of gold and silver. Against 
this fabulous hoard there is nothing 
which prevents our issuing $23,000,- 
000,000 worth of currency if neces- 
sary, whereas we ask for the issu- 
ance of only $10,000,000,000 of it

Stalin listed as important events 
f the period under review: 

1. The conflict between Japan 
and China in the Far East. 

2. The victory of -Fascism in 
Germany and what Stalin called 
the triumph of the idea of re- 
venge. 

3. The withdrawal of Japan and 
Germany from the League of 
Nations. which Stalin said has 
given a new impetus to the 
growth of armaments and to the 
preparation for an “imperialist 
War. 

1. The defeat of Fascism in 
Spain, which, Stalin held, showed 
that the revolutionary crisis is 
‘naturing and that Fascism is not 
enduring. 

‘It is not surprising that bour-) 
eeois Fascism is living its last) 
hours and that the trend toward 
jJisarmament is openly and directly 
being replaced by a trend toward 
arming and re-arming,’ Stalin de- 
clared. 

Way to End Depression. 

He concluded that capitalism is 
moving toward a new “imperialist 
war’ as a way out of the economic 
erisis.

“The intensified struggle for the 
pacific and the growth of the naval

States, England and France, rep-

HUNDREDS TRYING 
TO SAVE IRISHMAN 
TRAPPED IN WELL 


Workman Buried Nearly Two 
Days With Only His 
Neck Above Ground. 


By the Associated Press. 

GREYSTONES, Irish Free State, 
Dec. 10.—The whole countryside 
was gathered here today, working 
and praying that Joseph O'Leary, 
trapped in a well, might be brought 
to the surface alive. At 1p. m., he 
had been buried for 41 hours. 

O'Leary, a plumber, was working 
in the well on a ladder at 8 Pp. m., 
Saturday when the walls collapsed. 
He was trapped with only his neck 
out and the rungs of the ladder 
were broken. 

Rescuers managed to free his 
arms and get food and stimulants 
to him, but they could not free h’s 
legs from the mass of rocks hold- 
ing him below surface. Today he 
was visibly growing much weak- 
and his voice was fainter. 

Some of the hundreds of persons 
gathered here were attempting to 
dig a tunnel by which they might 
reach him from below, since there 
was danger that the. operations 
from above would bring an ava- 
lanche of stones on to his head. 

To the suggestion that it might 
be necessary to amputate a leg to 
get him out, O’Leary replied: “Take 
me out as I am or let me die.” 

In the crowd about the well 
many of whom knelt in prayer, 
were O’Leary’s father, Matthew. 
and brother, Patrick. 


REGULAR PLANE SERVICE, 
AUSTRALIA TO LONDON, BEGINS 


One Flight Weekly to Singapore, 
Where Connection Will Be Made 
for England.

BRISBANE, Australia, Dec. 10. 
—The Duke of Gloucester today 
dispatched the first two  north- 
bound planes to inaugurate service 
on the world’s longest airline, the 
12,846 miles from Brisbane to Lon- 
don. 

The new line, sponsored by the 
Australian Government and _ op- 
erated by the Qantas Empire Air- 
ways, will operate a plane a week 
between Australia and Singapore, 
where it will connect with the 
weekly British service to London. 

The linking of Australia with 
Asia by air makes it possible for 
residents of any continent to travel 
to any other by regular commercial 
plane. Australia is now within 12 
days of London. 

The Singapore-Brisbane line cov- 
ers 4361 miles in four days, on the 
fastest schedule in the British em- 
pire. Its route across the Timor 
Sea between Port Darwin, Aus- 
tralia, and the Dutch East Indies, 
where for 600 miles there is no 
landing place, is the longest water 
jump in commercial aviation ex- 
cept that of the German service 
from Stuttgart to Buenos Aires 
across the South Atlantic, which is 
broken by an overnight landing on 
the seadrome Westphalen. 


GUARANTEED WHEAT PRICE 
CUT BY FRENCH GOVERNMENT 


Eventual Abandonment of Quota- 

tion Fixing Anticipated in Com- 
promise Bill.

basic price of wheat at 108 francs 
a quintal was cut yesterday to 97 
francs under a compromise bill with 
a free market as the goal, and 
found acceptance by the Govern- 
ment and the Finance Committee of 
the Chamber. A quintal is 220 
pounds or four and one-third bush- 
els of wheat. The price will be 
guaranteed until July, 1935, in order 
to keep the market from collapsing. 

As part of the program to drop 
price-fixing, the surplus wheat will 
be taken from the market in July by 
Government purchase at 97 francs 
a quintal, which is equivalent to 
$1.75 a bushel. 

A bonus of 11 francs a quintal 
will be paid to co-operative associa- 
tions for half of the stocks held by 
them in July if purchased at the 
rate of 108 francs. 

The December minimum price 
has been fixed at 110 francs by de- 
cree, but the Government admitted 
present regulations were inoperative 
through evasions of the law, which 
is leading to the decision to aban- 
don price-fixing a& soon as it is 
feasible. 


MACEDONIAN REVOLUTION:ST

Ivan Mihailoff, Now in Exile in 
Turkey, Accused of Killing 
an Architect. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Dec. 10.—The 
famous Macedonian revolutionist 
Ivan Mihailoff, who fled to Turkey 
and now is in exile in that coun- 
try, was charged with murder yes- 
terday by a military court. sitting 
in Macedonia. 

The public prosecutor demanded 
the death penalty for Mihailoff and 
two others imprisoned at Lom, all 
accused of killing an architec’ 
named Marlieff. Nineteen high 
school students were imprisoned at 
the town of Tatar-Tasardjik by 
Government agents attempting to 
stamp dut Communism among the 
Macedonians. They were charged 
with publishing subversive docu- 
ments.

THIRD PARTY 
MOVE STARTED 
N MIDDLEWEST 


Men From Eight States 
Gather at St. Paul—In- 
tend to Unite All Leftist 


Factions. 


By the Associated -Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 10. — A 
National third party movement, in- 
tended to consolidate all leftist fac- 
tions in the United States, was 
started by persons from eight 
States yesterday. 

Saying “capitalism has _ failed” 
and if Fascism “is to be prevented 
a national third party must be or- 
ganized,” the delegates adopted a 
declaration of principles, approved 
first steps looking toward forma- 
tion of such a national movement 
and prepared for a meeting next 
spring, probably in Chicago. 

Resolution on Second Meeting. 

“We affirm our belief in the im- 
perative need of and our determina- 
tion to form a new political party 
in these United States,’ said the 
resolution setting up the machinery 
for calling the spring meeting. 

“We urge and advise the forma- 
tion of such party upon the funda- 
mental principles of representative 
government for and by those who 
toil and that the economic interests 
of the workers on farms, in fac- 
tories, and in offices shall be the 
prime motives of such new party. 

“For the purpose of such nation- 
wide call, we ask the Farmer-Labor 
Association of Minnesota, the Pro- 
gressives of Wisconsin, the Farmer- 
Labor political federations of North 
and South Dakota, Iowa, Michigan 
Montana and Kansas, in conjunc- 
tion with such other groups as can 
agree upon the fundamentals here- 
in proposed, to sponsor such call.” 

Declaration of Principles. 

In the declaration of principles, 
drafted by a committee consisting 
of Alfred S. Dale of North Dakota, 
John L. Wirds of Iowa, Congre 
man George Schneider of Wiscon- 
sin, D. D. Alderdyce of Michigan 
and Arthur Lesueur of Minnesota, 
the conference set forth: 

“The United States of America, 
with abundant natural resources 
and modern machinery for produc- 
tion, offers to its citizens the great- 
est opportunities of any nation on 
earth. We have a Constitution 
which if correctly interpreted and 
properly enforced would provide 


the best Government in the world }. 


for the protection of the rights and 
happiness of all our people. 

“The powers of greed and profit 
have so despoiled our Constituuon 
that a sanctuary for predatory 
wealth and monopoly has been es- 
tablished which has resulted in the 
concentration of financial and in- 
dustrial wealth, preventing’ the 
farmer, the worker, and the small 
business man from justly and fairly 
sharing in the natural resources. 

“The capitalistic profit system of 
production and distribution has 
failed. A new economic order must 
succeed it. During the transition 
period from capitalism to the new 
economic order we approve those 
palliative measures necessary to re- 
lieve unemployment, distribution 
and the misery of our peoonle. 

“We demand as the solution for 
the present economic cataclysm the 
establishment of an economic sys- 
tem based on the public ownership 
of all public utilities and monopo- 
listic industries, including banking, 
transportation, communications and 
munitions and natural resources. 
Our ultimate aim is production of 
goods for use and not for profit. 

Legislative Program. 

The conference adopted a recom- 
mendation by Howard Y. Williams, 
national organizer, that delegates 
take “key bills that point to public 
ownership” and utilize local meas- 
ures of similar nature applicable to 
states. This, Williams said later. 
would constitute the legislative 
program, the purpose for which, in 
part, the conference was called. 

Delegates attended from Min- 
nesota, the two Dakotas, Iowa, 
Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Montana. Congressman Thomas R. 
Amlie of Wisconsin presided. 


NEW ZEALAND VOLCANO QUIET 
AFTER THREE DAYS’ ERUPTION 


Boulders Thrown Into the Air Dur- 
ing One of Displays of 
Ngauruhoe.

WELLINGTON, N. Z., Dec. 10.— 
After three days of eruptions, dur- 
ing which time the display could be 
seen from a distance of 100 miles, 
the islands’ only active volcano, 
Ngauruhoe, became quiet last night. 

The volcano, in the interior of 
North Island, became active Thurs- 
day. Saturday a huge column of 
thick black smoke shot up from the 
center of the crater. At intervals 
of a few seconds, 20 similar columns 
were seen. The smoke rose 6000 
feet. 

During one of the displays, boul- 
ders could be seen hurtling through 
the air, only to fall back into the 
crate. A party of four attempting 
to climb the mountainside narrow- 
ly escaped injury. 
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CUBAN ENVOY TO U. 
DIES IN WASHINGTON 


Dr. Manuel Marquez Sterling 
Once Provisional President 
of Republic.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — Dr. 
Manuel Marquez Sterling, Cuban 
Ambassador to the United States 
died at the Embassy yesterday. 
The veteran diplomat and former 
provisional President of the island 
republic, succumbed after a linger. 
ing illness during which he refused 
to leave his post. Fighting against 
asthma, he negotiated the ahro- 
gation of the Platt amendment to 
the Cuban Constitution and a new 
reciprocal commercial treaty. - He 
was born in Lima, Peru, in 1872 
Learning of the death of the Am- 


bassador, President Roosevelt sent 
his regrets by a member of the 
State Department to the widow 
and Embassy staff. 

Dr. Sterling’s only son left Havana 
yesterday by airplane for Wash- 
ington. The widow and two sisters 
were with the Ambassador at the 
time of his death. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles was one of the first 
of Government officials to arrive 
at the Embassy after the death 
became known. 

tatement by Hull. 

Secretary of State Hull, informed 
of the Ambassador’s death, said: 

“Il am deeply grieved to learn of 
the death this afternoon of my 
good friend, the Ambassador of 
Cuba. 

“Senor Marquez Sterling was one 
of our most active collaborators in 
working out the problems which 
confront all the republics of this 
hemisphere. I have always felt 
that it was a particular privilege 
to work with such an eminent rep- 
resentative of his country. 

“He came to the fore early in the 


) 


effort to establish a government 
and was one of the Cuban commis- 
sioners in the negotiation of the 
first treaty in 1903 between his 
country and the United States. Up 
to this moment he has been joining 
with us to improve the relations 
between the two countries. 

“Not only a gréat statesman, but 
a most eminent authority on inter- 
national law has been lost to his 
country.” 

Founded Liberal Dailies. 

The envoy early identified him- 
self with the Cuban independence 
movement and journalism, and was 
the founder of El Heraldo de Cuba 


and La Nacion—both liberal Cuban | 


dailies. He later became & career 
diplomat and served in minor posts 
throughout the continent, and then 
as Minister to Brazil, Peru, twice 
Ambassador to Mexico and twice 
Ambassador to the United States. 

During the last Cuban revolution- 
ary crisis he served for some months 
as Secretary of State and later was 
Provisional President for a_ short 
time in the interim between the 
presidencies of Ramon Grau San 


| Martin and the present executive, 


Carlos Mendieta. 

Marquez Sterling achieved fame 
in Mexico 22 years ago, when he 
actively intervened to prevent the 
assassination of Francisco I. Ma- 
dero by Victoriano Huerta, when 
Diaz reactionary elements seized 
the power less than three years af- 
ter the overthrow of Porfiro Diaz. 

It was Marquez Sterling who first 
put into practice the granting of 
refuge to political exiles in the lega- 
tion of a foreign government—a 
move credited with saving thou- 
sands of prominent Latin-American 
leaders since 1913. 


Marquez Sterling returned to 
| Mexico as Ambassador in 1919 amid 
‘great ovations from the _ people 
'there, but resigned two years later 
after a vitriolic attack on Gerardo 
Machado following the latter’s con- 
tinuation in the Cuban presidency 
beyond his constitutional term. 

Refusing to live in Cuba under 
Machado, he came to Washington, 
remaining here until Machado’s 
overthrow, when he was named

SPENDING URGED 
BY LA FOLLETTE 


Roosevelt’s Recovery 
Budget Not “‘Big Enough 
for the Job,” Wisconsin 
Senator Declares.

BOSTON, Dec. 10.—President 
Roosevelt's recovery budget is not 
“big enough for the job,” declared 
Senator Robert M. La Follette of 
Wisconsin at Ford hall forum last 
night. He pledged support to those 


parts of the President’s program 
that would increase the national 
purchasing power. 

“I left the Republican party in 
1932 to support President Roose- 
velt,” La Follette said, “and have 
no apologies to make for that 
course of action. Faced with a 
similar set of circumstances [ 
would do it all over again. I have 
supported his policies wherever 
they were going in the direction of 
increaSing mass buying power. 

“I did not think the program he 
recommended was big enough for 
the job. I still hope we may have 
a program big eonough. I think 
my position has been consistent, 
In 1930 I advocated spending $5,- 
000,000,000 for public works. Last 
year, begause the need was greater, 
I advocated $10,000,000,000. Unsuc- 
cessful in urging that, I voted for 
Pres:dent Roosevelt’s $3,300,000,000 
recovery program and, failing to 
reach my objective again, I shall 
again vote for the next best pro- 
posal.” 

Declaring that the progressive 
bloc in both the House and Senate 
would be larger than ever, La Fol- 
lette outlined what he believed to 
be a desirable program for the next 
Congress to undertake. Included 
in his proposals are: 

An allotment of $2,500,000,000 to 
eliminate hazardous grade cross- 
ings throughout the country. 

An amendment to the Constitu- 
tion to allow the whole electorate 
to vote for or against wars except. 
in case of actual invasion. 

Immediate cash payment of the 
soldiers’ bonus 

Public ownership of all munition.

Dr. Ogburn’s Pamphlet. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OME time ago attention was directed 

to an editorial appearing in Happy 
Days, a weekly newspaper written by the 
CCC for the CCC, in which, after describ- 
ing the futility that haunted the men 
before enlistment in the camps, it was 
said: “Here we are in the CCC. We're 
200,000 fellows out of work, unfit to 
handle a job, to vote intelligently, to 
choose a wife or to raise children. Yet 
in 10 years most of us will have made a 
stab at them dil. And we'll have made 
a mess of it! Is America going to let 
our kids grow up to be the impractical, 
untrained and ignorant drifters that we 
are?” 

The above total social situation is a 
consequence of the functioning of our 
public schools in a social vacuum, to the 
extent that school work has, in a large 
measure, become artificial, formal and 
sterile, and with little relation to the 
forces that play in our culture. 

In the face of this, we find Robert 
Fechner, director of the CCC camps, 
barring a pamphlet entitled “You and 
Machines,” written for the education of 
the boys in the CCC camps and discuss- 
ing “controversial subjects.” The author 
is none other than Dr. William Fielding 
Ogburn. This suppression is certainly 
not in line with the American tradition of 
academic freedom. 

To quote from a report of the Commis- 
sion on the Social Studies of the Ameri- 
ean Historical Association: “The only 
hope for peaceful settlement of the gigan- 
tic and bitter conflicts among groups, 
classes and peoples which have already 
shaken American society to its founda- 
tions and produced revolutions in many 
countries would seem to lie in the direc- 
tion of keeping open the channels of 
thought and inquiry.” 

Thus it would seem that the wise thing 
for Mr. Fechner to do would be to reverse 
his order barring this pamphlet from the 
curriculum of the CCC camps.

Opposes Union Labor. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
‘i HE existing controversy between un- 
ion labor and Donald R. Richberg re- 
garding. interpretation of Section 7A 
brings up the question as to what effect 
imposition of one view or the other would 
have upon the welfare of the great mass 
of the workers of the country at large, 

I submit that, if the contention of union 
labor prevails, it would be entrusted with 
a power which might endanger the whole 
economic and industrial structure of the 
United States. Labor leaders would vir- 
tually be given control of the industry of 
the country. They could deny to anyone 
else (as they often have done in certain 
sections) the right to work, except by 
their permission. They could compe! all 
workers to enrich the funds of union la- 
bor by making assessments before they 
can work and live and, having contrib- 
uted to the support of the union, still -be 
without an assurance of continuous work. 

This is contrary to my conception of 
true democracy. It violates the principles 
of the fundamental laws of the country. 
What we want, and what we need, is for 
all workers to be free and equal in op- 
portunity; democratic control in the in- 
terests of the workers, not by one group, 
but by all. We want individual liberty, 
the free play of intelligence, and will to 
determine, each one for himself. without 
encroaching upon the rights of others, as 
to working conditions and wages without 
the dictation and regimentation on the 
part of the salaried labor boss or walking 
delegate. Each one should be free to 
exercise his labor power to best advan- 
tage, and the unrestricted right to work 
without interference. This need not in- 
terfere at all with the principles of co- 
ordination or mass action. 

What we want is to carry the genuine 
principles of true Americanism into in- 
dustry; a reconstruction of society upon

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP AND UTILITY RATES. 


Speaking for those who oppose the Tennessee Val- 
ley project and its publicly-owned power plants, 
David Lawrence asserts in one of his Washington 
letters that, given the same advantages, the privately- 
owned utilities of the United States could furnish 
electricity at much lower rates than are commonly 
current in the nation. 

Mr. Lawrence says the total bill for residence 
electricity in the United States approximates $662,- 
000,000, of which $500,000,000, or four-fifths, could 
be saved to the consumer by absolving the utilities 
from taxes in the Tennessee Valley manner, giving 
them the benefit of the low interest rates enjoyed 
by the Government, relieving them also ffom the 
necessity to carry insurance, etc. The first item he 
says would save $270,000,000 and the second $200,- 
000,000. 

Since the Tennessee Valley project has brought the 
matter of public ownership of the utilities into much 
greater prominence than has been the case hereto- 
fore, it is important that such representations as 
those made by Mr. Lawrence should be answered. 

To begin, the $270,000,000 which the electrical in- 
dustry pays in taxes does not come out of the 
approximate $662,000,000 earned in residence ser-, 
vice, but out of the $1,800,000,000 which Mr. Lawrence 
admits the industry earns for all services. Taxes are 
approximately one-seventh of the industry’s earnings. 
Industrial service, of course, is an even bigger item 
than residence service. 

Publicly-owned utilities can meet all the reason- 
able expenses of privately-owned utilities and still 
give the people the benefit of lower rates. They can 
pay taxes. The bookkeeping of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority makes full allowance for them in all rate 
comparisons. But publicly-owned utilities do not 
have to pay dividends upon watered stocks. They 
do not have to give money to the Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, to chambers of commerce, to Boy 
Scouts. They do not have to maintain expensive 
lobbies before the state Legislatures. They do not 
have to pay for the maintenance of expensive po- 
litical influence at Washington. They do not have 
to support holding companies. They do not have to 
meet charges superimposed upon them by financial 
pyramids. They do not have to meet fixed expenses 
resulting from exploitation. They do not have to 
wine and dine members of regulatory commissions. 
They do not have to influence the press and public 
education. 

Aside from these extraordinary enterprises upon 
the part of so many of the privately-owned utilities, 
the publicly-owned utilities have no advantage be- 
yond those inherent in public ownership. If they 
paid taxes, they would only be taking money out 
of one pocket of the municipality to put it into 
another. If they were insured, they would only be 
paying others to do for them what they can do for 
themselves. It is true that the interest charges of 
the publicly-owned utilities are less than those of 
the privately-owned utilities. This is because (1) 
of the tax exemption enjoyed by public securities; 
(2) because of the greater public confidence in them. 

Nevertheless, there is abundant surplus wealth me 
the United States available to private utilities at 
low interest rates. This same situation obtains in 
the relations of the railroads with the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. In several instances, roads 
applying for Government loans have withdrawn their 
applications after being offered money at equal rates 
by banks. 

Mr. Lawrence points out that in 1930 the privately* 
owned electrical industry spent some $919,000,000 in

‘improvements, but what reason is there for beliéving 
| that the one needs more plant than the other? Both 
furnish light and power. Their capacity keeps pace 
| with their custom. 

In truth, the greatest advantage of the publicly- 
owned utilities is that they cannot do with the money 
of the taxpayers what so many of the privately- 
owned utilities have done with other people’s money. 
The one is administered by public servants account- 


able to the people, whereas the other has often been 
in contravention of the popular will. It is this latter 
which at last broke down the regulation of rates. 

Public ownership is not something which should 
be substituted for private ownership except for the 
purpose of economy and the avoidance of public 
corruption. 

This, we think, answers the objections to public 
ownership advanced by Mr. Lawrence. 
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ST. JOSEPH’S FINE EXAMPLE. 

A dream of a quarter-century has been realized at 
St. Joseph, Mo. The recent acquisition of 250: acres 
of wooded hills, at little or no cost to it, completes 
a chain of parks about the city. Roads are being 
developed throughout the chain, and when they are 
completed, it will be possible to drive in a 25-mile 
circle of parkland, which cuts through country of 
scenic beauty, much of it in the vicinity of the pic- 
turesque Missouri River. Members of the St. Joseph 
Park Board who have served for many years without 
pay, and whoehave held fast to the plan of a park 
chain developed with expert guidance in park plan- 
ning, should have, and doubtless do have, the grati- 
tude of their community. Through them, St. Joseph 
has achieved a distinction which may well be sought 
after not only by other Missouri communities, but by 
cities throughout the Union. 
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GEN. GOERING ON NAZI LAW. 

It is important in these unsettled days that liberty- 
loving peoples learn what Fascism means to their 
democratic institutions. They can learn more about 
this from the words of Fascist leaders themselves 
than from the most brilliant of the system’s critics. 
A case in point is the article by Gen. Goering on the 
Nazi concept of law and the state, recently published 
in the Post-Dispatch. 

Citizens of any democracy will agree with Gen. 
Goering’s party in its opposition to superannuated 
legal dogmas, false leniency, tricky interpretations 
of the law. They will disagree as to the remedy. In 
Germany, says Goering, “The law and the will of the 
leader are one and the same thing.” One instance 
may be recalled of how this works out: the summary 
executions of June 30, without trial or hearing. Hit- 
ler said later: “The supreme court of the German 
people during these 24 hours consisted of myself.” 
Yet, says Goering, this “is not based on fear and Op- 
pression and, therefore, stands in direct contrast 
to despotism and arbitrary power. Its basis is mu- 
tual loyalty between leader and followers.” 

Let us assume that Germany’s present leader is 
the paragon of justice, civic virtue and devotion to 
the people that Goering and his colleagues paint him. 


fied. support that Hitler claims? Democratic coun- 
tries have decided it is unwise to trust their fate 
to the uncurbed rule of one man. Germany’s experi- 
ment with despotism should serve only to make 
democracy more attractive in the countries where it 
survives. 
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PROGRESS IN THE ARMS PROBLEM. 

Export Manager Monaghan of the Remington Arms 
Co. testified before the Senate munitions inquiry 
that his company sold cartridges to both sides in 
the war between Paraguay and Bolivia. Senator 
Pope asked him if he considered there was any 
moral or ethical question in selling supplies to op- 
posing belligerents at the same time. Mr. Monaghan 
said, “Our position was that we were perfectly neu- 
tral.” In other words, the war was none of Rem- 
ington’s affair. It was in the business of selling 
munitions, and business is business. 

Of course, if Remington had refused to sell either 
one or both of the South American contestants, they 
would have gone elsewhere, as in fact they have 
done since President Roosevelt declared his embargo. 
But if all the nations had followed our lead, perhaps 
the war would now be over or the battling confined 
to making faces, throwing rocks and ripe mangoes. 
That “if” is a big one. Many believe it will not be 
solved until munition-making is removed from the 
field of private profit. Even then, what is to pre- 
vent a government from supplying arms to warring 
nations and putting the profit in its own exchequer? 

Worse instances of munitions-selling have been 
cited than the one mentioned by Mr. Monaghan. 
There was, for example, the disclosure that, during 
the Boer War, British soldiers were shot down with 
bullets made by the British and sold to the Boers. 
That was horribly shocking to the British people, 
but it did not prevent many of their leading citizens, 
including statesmen and members of the clergy, from 
continuing to invest in munitions stock and enjoying 
the profits of a business based on bloodshed. 

Despite all of the discouraging aspects of the arms 
problem, it is to deny the fact of, human progress 
to suppose that it is not going to change for the 
better. The Senate inquiry has not only stirred the 
United States, but it has had repercussions every- 
where. It has brought from the du Ponts a proposal 
for Government regulation. France, Great Britain 
and Germany can help enormously by telling their 
people the truth about the Schneiders, the Vickers 
and the Krupps. The arms business cannot continue 
to be conducted in the future as it has been in the 
past if the spotlight is turned on. 
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TALKING ABOUT DIFFERENT SITUATIONS. 

An article in the current number of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce News repeats, with slight vari- 
ations, the criticism made by Senator Clark before 
the Mississippi Valley Association of estimates of 
army engineers concerning the amount of water di- 
version needed for a Lakes-to-the-Gulf waterway. It 
points out that in 1921 Col. Judson recommended a 
diversion from Lake Michigan amounting to 7500 
second feet; that in 1929 the late Gen. Jadwin, then 
Chief of Engineers, said a diversion of 5000 feet 
would be necessary; that in 1930 Major-General } 
Brown said “something like 5000 feet per second 
should be available for that purpose.” In his criti- 
cism, Senator Clark did not mention Col. Judson, 
but did include the much. smaller and more recent 
estimate of 1500 second feet of Major-General Mark- 
ham, present Chief of Army Engineers. 

Far be it from us to enter into the controversy over 
how much diversion is necessary, but it is only fair 
in this connection to link with this seeming discrep- 
ancy the answer of Secretary of War Dern, also pre- 
sented at the recent meeting of inland waterway 
supporters in this city. According to the Cabinet 
member, each engineer was talking about a different 
situation: Gen. Jadwin about an open channel, Gen. 
Brown about a partly canalized river and Gen. Mark- 
ham about a channel completely provided with locks 
and dams. If this is the case, nothing can be gained 
from grouping their estimates so ag to indicate ap- 
parent disagreement among army engineers who 
have studied the diversion problem. The whole ques- 
tion is confusing enough without going out of the 
way to make it still more puzzling. 
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“BY AND LARGE.” 

The writer of a letter to the New York Herald 
Tribune makes a violent attack on the expression, 
“by and large.” The irate one not only describes the 
term as a misfit and not suited for use in a care- 
fully edited newspaper, but sees no sense in it and 
wants to know how it originated. Waiving the im- 
possibility of the letter writer’s not knowing what 
an expression means and at the same time knowing 
that it has no place in good usage, we, as particular 
friends of the one so rudely assailed, hasten to join in 
its defense. “By and large,” like “getting under 
way” and “taken aback,” is one of the many vivid 
phrases which the sea gave the language in the days 
of sail. Its nautical definition is “alternately close- 
hauled and free,” and this, in turn, means sailing 
“off” the wind and “on” it, at intervals. Since the 
result of proceeding in this fashion is to describe 
a course in a general direction, the expression on 
shoge has come to mean “broadly,” or “generally.” 
A phrase with a flavor and history so fine as this 
one is above reproach. It ought to be used, by and 
large. 
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OLD MAN RIVER SNAPS OUT OF IT. 

Those of us who are aware that St. Louis is a 
river town—and this means in large part the com- 
muters from Illinois—are watching the Mississippi 
eagerly these days. And well they may. Old Man 
River is himself again. After 16 months—an entire 
round of the seasons and almost half another round 
—of subnorma! stages, the mighty stream of Huckle- 
berry Finn’s famous raft trip is back to normal and 
then some. A rise of more than 11 feet in nine days, 
occasioned by heavy rains in the Upper Mississippi 
and Missouri River valleys, did the trick. But what- 
ever the cause, there can be no doubt as to its effect 
on the river at St. Louis. The low, draggy stream, 
with its mill-pond surface, is gone, and in its place 
rides a lively river, one worth looking ‘at. We inter- 
pret the Old Man’s coming out of the dumps as a 
good sign. Beyond a shadow of doubt, one of the 
things which has been wrong with the country has 
been his prolonged stay in‘a slough of despond. If 
long residence in this neck of the woods provides 
anything in the way of perspective, the watery-eyed 
old-timer at our front door ought to know when to 
perk up.

HE Japanese have promptly rejected the to oppose them cannot be very great, in view

In the third place, they have almost cer- 
tainly made up their minds that the Ameri- 
can people will not go to war about China, 
that the United States really wishes to with- 
draw from the Far East, as is shown by the 
grant of independence to the Philippines, 
and that while this Congress, being in a 
mood to spend, may appropriate considerable 
sums for warships, the time will come with- 
in a few years when Congress and the people 
will be heartily sick of huge expenditures. 
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American argument, as stated by Am- 

bassador-at-Large Norman H. Davis in 
London, that they enjoy “equality of secur- 
ity” under the present naval treaties. They 
are no doubt entirely sincere. The word 
“security,” however, has one meaning for 
the Japanese and another meaning for us. 
That is why there is threatened a race of 
armaments. 

When we talk about “security” in the Pa- 
cific, we are not thinking of the danger of a 
Japanese attack upon the Pacific coast or 
of any attack by our navy upon the Japanese 
islands. If that were all that either country 
had in mind, both would have security if 
the ratio were 5-3 in our favor, or 5-5, or 
even 5-3 in Japan’s favor. Neither navy 
could successfully wage war against the 
coasts of the other country without a superi- 
ority overwhelmingly greater than anyone 
has ever considered. 

What both countries have in mind is the 
whole region from Eastern Siberia to the 
Dutch East Indies, including all of China, 
the Philippines and the islands of the West- 
ern Pacific. When we speak of “security,” 
we mean that in this region the Japanese 
shall not carve out an empire by conquest 
or, by a military diplomacy, deny us equal 
rights to trade and to investment. The open 
door is guaranteed and the creation of an 
empire by conquest is prohibited by a net- 
work of treaties. It was these treaties that 
Mr. Davis meant when he spoke of “a col- 
lective system for co-operation.”

The actual situation cannot be appreciated 
until one has clearly grasped the fact that 
Japan means business in the Far East in a 
way that neither the British nor we mean it. 

Expansion of some gort is for Japan a vital 
necessity. At home and by her own re- 
sources, she cannot support her rapidly 
growing population. Her people are not al- 
lowed to migrate to countries where they 
could prosper. They are allowed to migrate 
in Asia, but they cannot prosper against the 
competition of the Chinese, who have a 
lower standard of life. They cannot and 
will not reduce their birth rate. So the only 
thing left is to industrialize intensively. To 
do that, they must control markets and raw 
materials outside of Japan. 

They are prepared to fight for these mar- 
kets and these resources. Not only are they 
under inexorable economic pressure to ex- 
pand, but they do not-have the moral ob- 
jections to war and imperialism which rich 
and satisfied nations like the British and 
ourselves have acquired. The Japanese peo- 
ple do not regard war as the monstrous 
evil which we have come to think it is. 

On the other hand, we not only have a 
strong objection to war as an “instrument 
of national policy,” to use the phrase in the 
Kellogg Pact, but we have only a secondary 
interest in the trade and résources of the 
Far East. So the Japanese have had their 
way since 1931 because they are prepared to 
wage war in the Far East and no one else is. 
In international affairs, neither public opin- 
ion nor treaties will stop a nation which is 
willing to fight when the other nations con- 
cerned are willing only to debate. 
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Our contention is that “security” for the 
open door and against imperialism would 
disappear if Japan had a navy as great as 
Britain’s or our own. For since Britain must 
always keep most of her fleet in Europe and 
is very much entangled there, and since our 
navy cannot operate at full strength all the 
way across the Pacific, equality in the num- 
ber and size of ships would in fact give 
Japan overwhelming superiority. With such 
superiority, she could do what she pleased 
in the Far East. 

The Japanese, on the other hand, want just 
that. They say so quite frankly. They wish 
to be so “secure” in the Far East as against 
us and as against Great Britain that they 
can devote all their attention to Russia and 
to China. They insist that the Western na- 
tions shall not have the right, above all that 
they shall not have the power, to object to 
Japanese policy. 

No one can say exactly what the Japanese 
plan to do if the Western nations cannot or 
do not oppose them. But it is entirely clear 
that the Japanese mean to make them- 
selves “secure” against such opposition. By 
destroying the Washington treaties, they ex- 
pect to convince the Asiatic peoples that 
they are already strong enough to tell the 
Western nations to mind their own busines .. 
In the jargon of diplomacy, they are enhanc- 
ing their prestige in the Orient so as to im 
press the Chinese and the Russians with the 
idea that it is vain to resist the Japanese 
advance. 


There is no point in disguising the situa- 
tion or in imagining that it can be alfered 
by pretending that it does not exist. In the 
actual circumstances as they exist today, i 
is a safe prediction that no Western Power 
will resist the creation of a Japanese em- 
pire in the Far East. The Japanese are 
acting on that assumption. 

The danger is that they will overplay their 
hand. For, while it is true there is no effec 
tive will to resist them now, they could cre- 
ate such a will if they became intoxicated 
with power and acted too imprudently. They 
are probably right in thinking that neither 
the British nor we would go to war today 
about territory or trade in Asia. But past 
experience shows that such a pacific state 
of mind may change if the provocation is 
persistent and spectacular. 

The Japanese are today proceeding on a 
very realistic estimate of present forces and 
the existing mood. But they will be very un-

Democracy contains the power to 
cure the ills of the day within our 
present form of government; Com 
munism is the only true democracy, 
providing economic equality as well 
as political equality. 

These were the contrasting views 
of the champions of the two sys- 
tems in debate last night on the Lib- 
eral Forum program at the Y. M. 
H. A-Y. W. H. A, Oswald Garri- 
son Villard, for years a critical writ- 
er on public questions and now con- 
tributing editor of the Nation, de- 
fended democracy as offering the 
best solution of the world’s urgent 
problems. On the other side, advo- 
cating Communism, was Michael 
Gold of New York, youthful, mili- 
tant editor of the “Jew Masses, an 
organ of the Communist party. 

No-Decision Contest. 

The debate was a_ no-decision 
contest, as there were no a,:pvint- 
ed judges, but the audience of sev- 
eral hundred seemed from tae vol- 
ume of applause to be about equal- 
ly divided in its approbation. Each 
speaker had 30 minutes for his 
main address and 20 minutes for 
rebuttal. Gold’s first rebutta! was 
limited to 15 minutes so that he 
might have 5 minues to close. 

Gold attributed the ills of the coun- 
try to class conflict, a war between 
owners and workers, which has been 
going on for many years. Now that 
capitalism is endangered, he said, 
the ruling class made up of the 
comparatively small number of 
owners of a great proportion of the 
country’s wealth, are fighting des- 
perately to preserve the system un- 
der which they have flourished; 
they shut down factories, restrict 
production, destroy food crops, and 
are even déstroying culture in a 
desperate attempt to keep down the 
working class. 

Democracy of Property. 

“This democracy is a democracy 
of property,” he said. “It could not 
be otherwise, for the Government 
was founded to protect the proper- 
tv of the aristocracy of the time 
against the mob.” 

Failing to control the workers by 
the ordinary processes of democra- 
cy, he continued, the ruling class 
will resort to fascism, as it has in 
Germany and Italy and will try to 
impose its will by force. 

“Fascism,” he said, “is the same 
ruling class putting on uniforms. 
Our so-called democracy is the first 
victim of Fascism.” 

And when fascism seeks power in 
this country, he added, the Com- 
munists will be fighting In the front 
ranks to defeat it. 

He thought a country in which 
wealth is so “undemocratically di- 
vided” could hardly be called a 
democracy; rather that -a_ real 
democracy is an economic democra- 
cv where glaring inequalities in the 


are not possible. Communism, 
said, is an extension of democracy 
to the point where justice and eco- 
nomic security are assured to all. 
Defends Russian Violence. 

He denied that violence is an at- 
tribute of Communism, that theory 
being a historic survival fostered by 
capitalists for their own ends. As 
he referred frequently to Russia for 
examples of economie democracy— 
“the democracy of the proletariat” 
—he was driven by the retorts of 
Villard to admit that violence 
an instrument of the Soviet. Gov- 
ernment, but he defended that vio- 
lence as being directed against a 
minority, “the exploiting class 
which has caused misery and suf- 
tering.” 

The Russian system, he contin- 
ued, is not true Communism; at 
present it is socialism, but is pro- 
gressing toward Communism. 

Gold did not undertake to define 
Communism except to say that the 
ideal would be reached when “each 
works according to his ability and 
each receives according to his 
needs, when no state, no force will 
be necessary.” 

Violence really belongs to the oth- 
er side, he said—to democracy and 
capitalism. 

“War is the best example of our 
democracy at work,’ he added. 

Villard on Democracy. 

Villard asserted his faith in de- 
mocracy as the best system of gov- 
ernment that has been devised. Our 
present economic troubles came on 
us suddenly, he said, and neither 
democracy nor any other system 
could adjust itself to the changed 
conditions overnight, He _ denied 
that democracy is synonymous with 
capitalism, or that the fight to pre- 
serve it will necessarily lead to Fas- 
cism. 

The evils of our present system 
are not inherent in democracy, he 
thought, but are due to the faith- 
lessness of officials and the failure 
of the people to take sufficient in- 
terest in the government. Official 
faithlessness and corruption will be 
found in any government, he con- 
tinued, citing many instances from 
Soviet Russia. 

Replying to the argument of Gold 
that democracy in St. Louis had 
recently jailed a number of Com- 
munists whose offense was that 
ha” tried to enter the City 
Hall to present a petition, Villard 
deplored the incident, but added, 
with telling effect on the audience, 
that “at least in this demo¢éracy Mr. 
Gold can stand freely on this plat- 
form and criticise the act of the of- 
ficials, but he knows he could not 
stand up in Moscow and crticise the 
recent summary executions by the 
Soviet dictator government.” 

Democracy Makes Gains. 

Villard concluded with the argu- 
ment that democracy is constantly 
working for progress and making 
gains; that it has given us greater 
liberty than people may expect to 
enjoy under any dictatorship; that

OR. JACOB GEIGER, ST. JOSEPH 
PHYSICIAN 64 YEARS, DIES 


One .of Founders of Marion Sims 
College of Medicine in St. Louis; 
Succumbs at 86.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Dec. 10. — Dr. 
Jacob Geiger, 86 years old, physi- 
cian and surgeon here for 64 years 
and one of the founders of the 
Marion Sims College of Medicine 
in St. Louis, died last night. 

Dr. Geiger helped organize the 
college in 1888, and was elected to 
the chair of principles and practices 
of clinical surgery.

“All of us would like to see an 
even larger increase in 1935, but we 
know that this cannot come unless, 
in the first place, industrial pro- 
duction increases sufficiently to ex- 
pand the market for farm products; 
unless, in the second place, more of 
our export trade is paid for by in- 
creased imports; and unless, in the 
third place, agriculture continues to 
adjust its total production to the 
market that actually exists. 

“To fulfill these three require- 
ments, I ask a continuation of the 
splendid support you have so un- 
selfishly given in the past. 

“I wish very much that it were 
possible for me to be with you to 
day.” 


Farm Bureau Leader Asks That 
AAA Be Continued.

The 
value of routine cannot be over 
emphasized, but regularity of sleep- 
ing and feeding periods can become 
a fetish,” said Mrs. Langsdorf, con- 
tinuing her observation already 
quoted. “While insisting the child 
get a perfectly balanced diet, all 
the necessary constituents of food, 
it is not pampering him to see that 
the food is attractively prepared 
and temptingly presented. Toys 
may be educational but they should 
not be too difficult. Over solicitude 
is as bad as neglect. Emotional 
fussing over a nervous child only 
makes him more nervous. ‘Look at 
him, how nervous he is!’ an over- 
anxious mother will exclaim and 
at this suggestion the child will 
proceed to have a grand time being 
nervous. Parental ambition is an- 
other virtue which can he over- 
done. A mother boasted that her 
child entered high school at 12, at 
the same time taking dancing and 
music lessons. The next summer 
at camp the child broke down and 
afterward had to spend a year in 
bed. Too much attention results 
in over-stimulation. These awful 
children’s parties which are really 
parties for the adults; taking the 
child to picture shows; letting him 
sit up to listen to the radio—these 
indulgences result in over-stimula- 
tion. The average child does not 
get enough sleep. The over-solici- 
tous mother probably suffers from 
lack of sense of humor, the neglect- 
ful one, from something worse. 
fatigue. She fails to recognize 
symptoms. ‘He isn’t sick, he’s just 
stupid, the overworked mother 
will say when she should ask her-

Dr. Wright also objected to meas- 
urements laid down arbitrarily re- 
specting growth and weight. 
“There is over-emphasis on fig- 
ures, he said.”

VERY now and then the pa- 
pers contain the account of 
someone who is 130, or 140, or 
150 years old.

They believe that there are no au- 
thentic records of people who have 
lived much over 100 years, 110 be- 
ing the outside limit. 

Dr. Raymond Pearl, whose valu- 
able book, “The Ancestry of the 
Long Lived,” has recently been pub- 
lished, has investigated many in- 
dividuals who claim to have lived 
over 110 years, but never has found 
a single one in which the fact can 
be proved. 

One of the most famous was 
Thomas Parr, the tercentenary of 
whose death will be celebrated next 
year. He died in 1635, and he 
claimed to have been born in 1483, 
which would make him 152 years 
old. This claim rested entirely up- 
on his own assertion, and it was be- 
lieved largely because it was en- 


Investigation shows, however, 
born at Winnington in the parish 
of Alderbury, no entry of his birth 
in the diocesan records was found 
when they were examined by W. J. 
Thomes. It is easy to see that if a 
man claims to have been born 152 
vears ago there will be nobody liv- 
ing who can dispute him. All he 
has to say to the skeptic is, “Vas 
you dere, Charlie?”
